— Mr. Jacob Ktinkel, the innlor mem- 
ber of the linn of Kunkel tiro then, died 
recent y. He was one of the most 
artistici musicians resident in the United 
Mates. H s ompositions, alwavs full of 
melody and exquisitely harmoni/.ed, 
bud made him fnmow as a writer of 
piano music fat bevoud the limits of 
the CniUd States. Asa solo pianist he 
was poetic in his interpretations, be- 
yond anv one, perhaps, since the days 
of Gottsehalk. and his duo p a\ ing with 
h s surviving brother, Charles, was, ac- 
cording to no loss authority 'han the 
king of pianists.

The common po'a'o prob ibly shows 
the e.Iect of cultivation as much as any 
plant ever introduced into fields or 
gradens. Hut it is not generall) known 
that the change from i s normal to what 
we may term improved state is quite 
rapid, requiring on y a few years to pro- 
duce large tubers of various colors from 
the wild ones b; - care ul culture. Where 
the wild plants grow abundantly in 
New Mexico and some parts of Arizona, 
the ranch men assure us that when they 
plow up the wild plants in putting In 
cultivated crops, the e\eet upon the po- 
tato s is quite marked. The tubers at 
lu st are ai out the si/e of small irarbles. 
or a half inch or a little more in di- 
ameter, but the second season after 
being disturbed they will become nearl" 
Or quite double th'i original size, and 
the next season still larger, if not killed 
out in the plowing and hoeing. The 
si/e of the plants also increases and the 
leaflets, which at lirst are only about a 
half in h wide by an inch in length, in- 
crea e in the same proportion as the 
tubers. VVe have ourselves gathered 
the tubers from the wdd plants in the 
and siurbed soils of the valleys of New 
Mexico, as well as from the disturbed 
or plowed land, and noted the d f- 
ferenee in siz* as claimed by many of 
'.he residents of the couutrv.— W. V 



An Interesting; Llon-S!ory. 

The memory of the lion was presen ed 
in its ancient haunts long after it had 
become extinct. The scene of one of 
the prettiest stories told by .Elian is la d 
in Mount I'anga urn, which, from its 
mention bp Xenophon, must have been 
a famous haunt of lions: 

Eudemus tells the tale that in Pan- 

ffssum in Thrace a bear attacked the 
air of a lion, while it was unguarde I, 
and kdle I the cubs that were too small 
and too weak to defend themselves. 
And when the fathe- and the mother 
came home from hunting somewhere, 
and saw their children lying dead, they 
were much aggrie ed, and attacked the 
beer; but she was afraid, and climbed 
up into a tree as fast as she eould. and 
settled herself down, trying to avoid the 
attack. Now. when they saw that they 
could not avenge themselves on her, the 
lioness did not cea-e to watch the tree, 
but sat down in ambush at the foot, eye- 
ing the bear, that was covered with 
blood. But the lion, as it were, with- 
out purpose and distraught with <rriof, 
after the manner of a man, rushed off 
to the muun.ains, a d chanced to light 
on a wood cutter, who. in terror, let fall 
h | a\: but the lion fawned upon Dim, 
and reaching up sa'uted him as well as 
he could, and licked his face with his 
tongue. And the man t ok courage. 
Then l he lion en -iich »1 him with his 
tad, and led him. and did not suffer him 
to leave his ax behind, but pointed with 
his foot lor it to I e taken up. And 
when the man did not understand ho 
took it up in ids mouth and reached It 
to him. Then he followed while tho 
lion led him to his den. And when the 
lioness saw him, she came and made 
signs looking at the pitiable spectacle, 
and then up at the beer. Then the man 
pent i T*d and understood that the lion 
had suHered cruel wrong from hehear, 
and cut down the tree wdh might and 
main. And the tree fell, and the lions 
lore the bear in p eces; hu» the man tho 
lion led back aga n, safe and sound, to 
the place where he lighted on h m, and 
returned him to the very tree he had

8everal (rases of small-pox in one family 
have created a flurry in Little Rock. 

P. P. Pickard, of Perry Conntv. has 
been elected Comptroller of the Treasury 
of Tennessee. 

At Belair, N. J., Friday, the bodv of 
Arthur Preston, banged, was stolen from 
the graveyard. 

Forty Chinamen were killed at Berkeley, 
CAT., on Sunday, by the explosion of Giant 
Powder works. 

A physician's wife elbowed a minister's 
wife orl a narrow sidewalk into the mud at 
Laporte, 100., and was fined $11. 

Charles E. Upton, late president of the 
defunct City Rank, of Rochester, N. Y., is 
indicted hy the grand jury for embezzle- 
ment and fraud. 

Samuel Ruth, the defrauding cashier of 
the Washington, (Pa.) bank, wa» held 
over to court on two charges of forgery 
and two ot larceny. 

John Landenherger. the Philadelphia 
merchant, who, it is alleged, defrauded his 
creditors of a hundred thousand dollars, 
has been traced to Toronto.

N. Y., a package containing $3,800 depos- 
ited there hy Win. Sweet, a railroad con- 
ductor. 

At Lima the OblUtftO authorities seized 
the furniture of Garcia Aurelico, Garciav 
Garcia ; also of the widow of General Sal- 
averrv, for non-pavment of a war contri- 
bution of $2,000. 

John R. Dennis is arrested at lit Joy, 
Pa., on information from the police au- 
thorities of St. Louis, charged with de- 
frauding a resident of that city out of three 
thousand dollars, and is held to await re- 
quisition. 

An injunction has been granted the New 
York and Texas Land Company to re- 
strain Texas State ollicials from having 
surveys made of more than thirty thous- 
and acres of land lying in eight different 
Texas counties.
